The primary mission of the federal government’s forfeiture program is law enforcement -- to deter crime
by depriving criminals of the profits and proceeds of their illegal activities and to weaken criminal
enterprises by removing the instrumentalities of crime. Another purpose of the program is to enhance
cooperation among federal, state, and local law enforcement agencies through the equitable sharing of
federal forfeiture proceeds.

The period of this report is July 1, 2013 through June 30, 2014. Post cards were
Reporting Period mailed to all Utah law enforcement agencies and reminder notifications made with
and Process specific agencies identified by the U.S. Department of Justice and the U.S.

REPORTING

Agencies report to CCJJ annually on amounts received
and a statement of expenditures.
CCJJ reports to the Law Enforcement and Criminal
Justice Interim Committee.

*Administrative Forfeiture: federal seizing agencies may
declare property forfeited to the United States without judicial
involvement (currency, personal property valued at $500,000
or less, and hauling conveyances).

**Judicial Forfeiture: Civil and criminal; property may be
forfeited to the United States by filing a forfeiture action in
federal court.

STATE ASSET FORFEITURE

JURISDICTION
State or local Utah law enforcement agency seizes

property/monies and files an action in a STATE District
Court resulting in a forfeiture order.

POST ADJUDICATION

Property is liquidated and the proceeds sent to CCJJ for
the Crime Reduction Assistance Program.
